No offense Kevin, but B&W switch's isolation sucks. Their problem(s) aren't 
resistance but crosstalk from the other antennas into the revr/xcvr 
connection. It cannot begin to compare to the isolation provided by the 
several mfgrs of coaxial cavity switches-preferably (for me) Daiwa. All of 
the "stuff" from the antennas on the other positions feed over into your 
rcvr-at a low level admittedly... but it's there. Simply try grounding the 
position you've selected, and listen to all the stuff feeding through.

I wonder if anyone has built the 75-meter SSB Simple Superhet circuit by 
Doug De Maw in the QRP Classics? I got a boards from Far's and built it up 
for 40. I used 11.9808 MHz (o.k., 12 Mhz) crystals for the filter and the IF 


and built a 4.5- to 5.5 MHz VFO. I adjusted the inductor values in the front 
end bandpass filter for 40, etc. When I "swept" the filter, it looked great 
-- 3 db points were at 7.0 and 7.5 MHz with no dual peaks and the VFO was 
clean and stable with a whole bunches of output. But I seem to be getting 
RTTY signals around 7040 KHz -- sort of like BCI -- and there was God's own 
birdie at about 7100 KHz -- even after I reuced the VFO output. 


I guess what I am really asking for is a commentary on the "goodness" of the 
circuit. I had heard bad things about dual-gate mosfet mixers. And, while I 
am doing this as a learning exercise, I would appreciate anyone pointing out 
a better circuit to learn on -- at least one with a little more satisfying 
results. 


Just thought I'd ask..

Antenna Gurus, 


I've been playing with an antenna for a few weeks that has 
approximately 13 ohms at the feedpoint. I built some 4:1 toroidal baluns 
to match these antennas to 50 ohm feedline. 

At lower freqs, up to 20 meters, these work fine. As the frequency 
rises above that, they show higher and higher reactance; rising to the 
point that at 10 meters, I can't get lower than a 2:1 SWR. 

I assume that either the parallel reactance of the two windings, or 
the inductive reactance of the core is what's causing this. I simply 
can't figure out which and what to do about it. 

Any ideas?

Bryan Turner, W8LN, mentioned his joy of 6m QRP during the recent ARRL 


VHF QSO Party. There is a 6m only contest this coming weekend sponsored 
by SMIRK (see June QST ox http://www.smirk.org/ for rules). Last 
weekend I used a Sierra to drive a Ten-Tec model 1208 20m to 6m 
transverter which produced 8 watts output as measured on an OHR WM-2 
wattmeter, so I backed the power down on the Sierra to get only 5 

watts. 


One note of caution ... check the band plan for the VHF and UHF bands 
when operating them. I have never operated much VHF or UHF and I was 
operating only CW. I soon noticed a SSB signal that seemed to be 
following me around the band. I sent QRZ? The timing was correct. I 
said, "Sorry, I cannot copy". More SSB stuff. I elaborated, "I cannot 
copy SSB". The Sierra can normally only copy LSB when the bandpass is 
opened up and USB is used on 6m. The SSB operator switched to CW and 
abonished me for violating the bandplan. I had to ask twice, but he 
finally advised me as to the "new bandplan" for 6m, namely 50.100 to 
50.150 MHz was reserved for a DX window for contacts “outside of North 
America". 


Since most of the CW QSOs I was finding were in this DX window and I 
could not go above 50.150 MHz without tweaking the Sierra's VFO, I was 
sorta bummed out and out of luck. It is rather odd that many of the 6m 
CW operation was not in the CW subband.

While the search is case insensitive, the server seems to have trouble 
at times with uppercase letters in the pattern, so please use all lower 
case characters. The output returned to you just shows the lines in 
each file that matched the pattern.

I had only gotten on to test a new setup for supporting a pushup mast 
off of my pickup truck during the last three hours of the QSO Party. I 
had it setup in my driveway and I was operating from a gel cell. 
However, it had become fun. Since my OHR-400 had the same frequency 
range problem I unboxed the Ten-Tec Scout I had packaged in anticipation 
of selling it and turned the power all the way down. This gave me SSB 
as well as CW and allowed my to surprise an old friend who was convinced 
I did not own any microphones. Well, I seldom admit to owning any, hi. 


Some Internet research after the contest revealed that the Southern 
California 6m band plan is handled by SCRRBA http://www.scrrba.org/ 
where the 6m band plan is that adopted by the ARRL Board of Directors in 
1990, namely a DX window of 50.100 to 50.125 MHz. The rules for the 
ARRL VHF QSO Party specify the same segment as the DX window. A check 
of the rules for the SMIRK 6m contest next weekend specifies a DX window 
of 50.100 to 50.150 MHz. If you surf the SMIRK web site, their Board is 
advocating a DX window of 50.100 to 50.200 MHz. Gosh, that is more 
space than is typically available exclusively for DX on a given HF 

band. I believe only 160m of the HF bands has a "DX window" specified 
and it is only about 10 kHz. 


Also be aware that the 6m community defines DX a bit more exclusively 
than do most amateurs. For them DX is "intercontenental 
communications", i.e. KL7, XE, TG, TI, V3, CO, VP2E, KP4, etc. are 
apparently NOT considered DX under their definitions as they would be in 
the CQWW DX and ARRL DX tests. 


Sorry to be so long winded, and I do not mean to discourage trying a QRP 
to transverter approach. It might be helpful to review the band plan 


while developing your approach to trying 6m. Back to the woodwork.

This didn't always help, I'm afraid. Just the act of moving them changed 
things enough that they couldn't be restored, sometimes. 


The good news is that most scopes today, and even years ago, use 
electrostatic deflection - no magnets. (That's why scope CRT necks are so 
long.) My guess (to be corrected as needed by somebody who knows what he's 
talking about) is a voltage is off somewhere, either a regulator circuit 
that has drifted with age or a high voltage source that's off, and may just 
need a simple tweak of a HV adjust pot. Or a new rectifier, or a tube... 


We've had several 22xx model scopes at work. They're decent enough for what 
they do. The 60 MHz unit is OK for medium speed digital and low HF, as well 
as audio work. Even the focus can usually be made tolerable by turning down 
the intensity.

I bought the MFJ commerical dip coil adapters for my old MFJ SWR Analyzer 
but found that I really didn't need it for dipping coils particularily 
toroids. I just loop some insulated hookup wire around the toriod or coil 
once or twice and attach it to the S0259 connector with alligator clips. You 
get a nice dip in SWR at the point of freq. resonance. In get as close as 
possible just reduce the turns or increase the spacing of the hookup wire to 
the coil being checked. The dip would be as pronounced but it will let you 
get closer to the real freq. On seeing the max. dip just read the frequency 
off the LCD display. Works for me. No resistors or caps required just a 
short piece or wire and two clips.

I'll bet I know exactly what is wrong with your scope. I have owned a 
2235 (the 100 MHz version) for over 10 years. After a few years of use 
mine developed the same problem. I sent it off to Tektronix for repair. 


Apparently there was a design problem with some fixed resistors in the 
focus circuit. They replaced them with a different type of resistor and 
BAM, fixed. It has been working ever since. 


I'll bet Tektronix has a service bulliten that covers this. Call ‘em up 
and ask. Their service is outstanding and they should be willing to 
help. 


BTW, I don't know about what the other guy said, but mine gets a nice 
crisp trace, not fuzzy at all.

> frequencies you will find someone else is already there. 


We ran into the same problem the two times we had to move the CW County 
Hunter's Net. For years, they were on 14.070 kHz, but had to move 
twice, down to 14.066 and now to 14.0565. 


When 7.040 was selected years back, it was selected instead of 7.060 


because 7.060 was, even then, prime RTTY territory. I assume it was 
felt that QRP CW would better fit in amongst other CW signals, albeit 
QRO. IMHO, the biggest reason to consider this change is that band 
useage is changing, and 7.040 kHz is now populated by lots of SSB and 
digital stations, now more than ever. Last evening, I had most of my 
operating curtailed by what I believe to be a European or Canadian 
digital stations, using one of the multi-tone "Hell" mode modulation 
methods. The station occupied about 2 kHz, with weaker modulation 
sidebands extending above and below that. At S7, the weak signals I was 
trying to work were simply gone, for tens of minutes at a time. I 
actually managed a few QSOs by sneaking in quick signal reports between 
transmissions with operators on the other end who figured out that we 
could simply wait it out. If another CW station comes on, even a few 
tens of Hz away, I can deal with it with filters and mental processing, 
but these digital signals, on frequency by their own band plan, are 
simply killing us. 


Just my humble opinion, of course.

My Wife {WB5LYJ? & I were enroute home on NM State Highway 44 {DM66}, 
when we had decided to stop by Chaco Canyon and look for a suitable site 
to set up for the upcoming QRP/QRO SES on June 19 - 20.

Judy & I had pulled in front of the Ranger Station {DM66ba¢ at the south 
end of the National Park. There was evidently another Amateur Radio 
Operator parked there. A 3/4 ton pick up with call plates & several 
antennas {VA3AEK%. Art and I had a nice chat about the area, HF Radios 
and repeater coverage. Art & his lovely wife were really nice to visit 
with in the middle of the desert. 


Since Chaco is one of the VLF quiet areas, I had packed my portable VLF H 
field magnetic antenna and receiver. {100's of turns of #22 wire on a 2 
feet X 2 feet PVC square with a .1ufd cap across the antenna input fed 
into a very high gain audio amp}. Warning: You can go stare crazy trying 
to wind this type of antenna. =;-) 


Chaco Canyon is surrounded by several uranium mines jfaffects the VLF RF 
noise floor}, it does make for some very interesting listening in the VLF 
portion of the band. Don't worry, you won't glow in the dark. 


While I was standing at the Riconada Pueblo site, a young woman was 
seated 20 feet away from me in the lotus position. After about 15 
minutes, she turns to me, and says "No Ghosts at this site, but there is 
one angry one in Pueblo Bonito."

The scoring algorithm was created to make sure that someone 
had to make a lot of contacts to get a low score, etc. I 
wasn't trying to make a mathematical puzzle out of it, really. 
During the TMPS study I collected a bunch of data that was not 
needed and I'll try to put the plot up that I showed at Dayton 
years ago when we were doing the 30 meter propagation study. 
It was interesting --- at least to me. :-) 


I got on 30M myself last night and worked 4 stations in little 
over an hour, so 30M was hot. I had been working 

17M previously and have some 36 states worked. Got 

all the hard ones out of the way already. Last contact 

was in KS, AAOFO.... Neat call. I had been neglecting 
operating myself, so needed something to get me pumped 

up again about operating. Building and experimenting 

take a lot of work, time, energy, and money. Mostly 

time though. 


But the purpose overall is to get guys and girls away from the 
keyboards. The sunspot numbers and the solar flux numbers 

are climbing. Everyone and their brother has been moaning 
about how this cycle is below expectations, etc. Hogwash. 
Remember the days on this list when we thought a solar flux 
value of 70 was really something?? And then when it hit 100 

we thought the end of the universe had finally arrived. :-) 

Now it's hovering around 150 and still people are down and 

out about it. The bands are open, it's just noone is operating. 
I worked recently a ZL2 on 30M at 2 a.m. Go figure. 


As it (the SF) keeps climbing we will find that all the high bands 
20 meters and above will start staying open later and later. 
During the peak of 1957-58 I heard 10 meters open 24 hours a 

day and 6L6 and a regen receiver could do WAC in 20 minutes 

and DXCC in 24 hours. It may take another 12 months or so to 
really see this and I'm not predicting here gang. Just enjoy 

the fact that the SF isn't around 30 to 40 range..... 


I have a sample of the scoring now on the web page from my last 
nights activities and if you need me to score it, that's fine. 


On 17 meters. EVERYONE that has a receiver. I first listen to 
18.101MHz for the VE3RAT 1W beacon. It doesn't matter whether 


you hear it or not, ‘cuz the band may be open to somewhere else 
and you not hear it. But when the propagation is really good to 
VE-land I can hear this puppy at 599+ levels and then I know my 
little .95W will be heard somewhere, if someone has a receiver on 
the band. 


Again, everyone should also have 
http: //www.dxlc.com/solar/ 
permanently installed in their bookmarks. 


I can tell when the posts complaining about 40 meters are coming 
on the list when the A-Index climbs.... You can tell a lot about 
what is going on just by watching the graph. Right Paul???? 

Also there is a lot of historical data over the last few years 
plotted. It takes some time to look at it but time well spent. 
IMHO. 


As Paul Harden, NA5N, so astutely noted that this is the first 
solar cycle whereby the entire world that is online can watch the 
progression of the spots and the values almost instantly from 
several sources on the Internet. Also, the data is more calibrated 
and accurately measured which is both good news and bad news. 


The good news is that the data is good. The bad news is that there 

is so much of it. It'll be decades before all the theories are proved 
or disproved or created about the mechanisms that exist in a complex 
object such as the sun. 


With government and private industry cutting back on some scientific 
funding we still are gonna find that hams and individuals that collect 
the data and massage it and work out the mathematics are still going 
to contribute a significant amount to the body of knowledge of the 
human race. That is why amateur astronomers discover over 90% of 

the comets because the large expensive observation instruments are 
tied up in "deep space" exploration. They are not interested in the 
local neighborhood all that much. The big bucks are being spent on 
the big bang. 


So with hams operating on the bands and correlating observations with 
physical data available we can go further to confirm the propagation 
software and real live data or at least have some fun doing it.

6M QRP Calling Frequencies: I second Chuck's post. 50.060 is 
horribly outdated as a 6M calling frequency of any kind. This is 
now the middle of the propagation beacon sub-band. No human has 
ever operated SSB at 50.885 8-). Seriously, this is too high in 
the band for SSB operation. At the moment, the North American 
general calling frequency is 50.125MHz. There's a push to change 
to 50.200, though. As Chuck said, you'll find CW ops around 50.090 
to 50.100 and sometimes above 50.125. Cross-mode contacts (CW>SSB) 
are quite common in VHF weak-signal work, too. 


6M Bandplans: Dangerous ground, here. The existing bandplan for 
"weak-signal" CW/SSB work is: 


50.000 - 50.100 Beacon sub-band 
50.090 - 50.100 general CW (not "official", but seemingly accepted) 
50.100 - 50.125 DX window - non-NA DX (50.110 DX calling freq) 
50.125 - 50.400 or so - SSB/CW general operation (50.125 NA calling 
freq) 
50.400 - NA AM calling freq. 


There's a move afoot to make 50.100 - 50.200 (i think) the new DX 
window, with a NA calling frequency at 50.200MHz. This has the 

nearly religous support of SMIRK (Six Meter International Radio Klub) 
and the Central States VHF Society - and the nearly religous opposition 
of many other 6M ops. There's some valid arguements for both sides 

& a lot of passion, and that's all I want to say here. 8-) 


One post commented on the "strangeness" of the lack of CW operation 
in the "CW sub-band". This is because of the acceptance of mixed 
CW/SSB that is common on 6M & up - and totally foreign on HF. The 
CW portion of 6M was found to be much more useful for beacons, so 
that's the way it's used. 


I'm not really convinced a 6M qrp frequency is needed - give a call 
on 50.090-50.100 CW or on 50.125/50.200 SSB or CW and work whomever 
answers!

Richard - Thanks for validating my desire to test my OHR WM-2 for 
accuracy. Most of the folks who replied to my posting thought 1/4 

of a watt doesn't make much difference. If the unit is off by 1/4 

of a watt, this will make a huge difference when measuring signals 

in the milliwatt range. My wattmeter is just like my other test 
equipment, such as my oscilloscope and freq counter. I want them to be 
accurate so I can rely on the results they provide. Calibration for 
accuracy against a standard is the usual way this is done. I just 
thought I'd get some feedback from others who had the OHR WM-2 and 
compared it against other meters by posting to the list.

One note of caution ... check the band plan for the VHF and UHF bands 
when operating them.

About a year ago, I made some posts about using the amplifier from a 
cheap computer speaker for MFJ output. The suggestion originally came 
from John Reynolds, AD4D0. I bought a pair of speakers from COMPUSA for 
$10 and used the spkr box containing the audio amp for the project. 

Last weekend I got around to further tweaking the setup. 


The spkr came with a stereo plug to attach to the computer sound card. 
The stereo plug fit the mono output jack of the MFJ but the MFJ audio 
was being sent to the dead amplifier channel. Swapped input leads on 
the amp board and everything worked ok. 


The active device in the amplifier is an IC in an 8 pin dip 
package....probably a 741 or 386. The IC should be able to handle Vcc's 
of anywhere from 5-15 volts (appx). The speaker amplifier was designed 
for a 9v supply. I fed it 12 volts and things appeared ok. 


After repeated use, I noticed that the amplifier started to 
self-flagellate (as evidenced by a persistent squealing noise) when the 
AF gain was advanced. This was noticed when the either the gain on the 
computer speaker or the gain on the rig was turned up. The self 
oscillation problem did not appear when I used 9v for a Vcc. My theory 
is that the higher voltage caused increased amp gain and that, somehow, 
some of the output was bleeding back into the input. The amp was 
designed as a stereo amp. I suspect that one possible cause for the 
feedback may be insufficient isolation of the unused channel. 


My solution was to run the circuit at 9v. I designed a voltage divider 
and drew power across the resistor with the 9v drop. Not sure about how 
much current to plan for. One of the locals told me that a 741 can 
handle up to 600ma but 60ma was a more typical draw. I arbitrarily used 
1/2 W carbon resistor. Ran the amp for an hour and went off to play 
Nok-Hockey with the xyl. The amp functioned fb...sounded great with 
good volume. The dropping resistor, however, was quite hot. I am 
planning on replacing it with a resistor capable of dissipating 5wW. I 
suspect that this will be the final cure. 


SESCOM (www.sescom.com) has an ad in the most recent issue of 
Electronics Now offering a free sample audio amplifier module ($2 S&H 
charge). I requested one...it may eventually wind up in an MFI rig. 


Also repaired the family TV last weekend but that is a topic for another 
post.

I concur with Frank's anaylsis. If you park your rig up in the band 
somewhere, say 50.3, you might be free from interference to work 2W QRP 
only, but until we get hundreds of QRP only 6 meter ops, what a bore! If 
you are not monitoring the lower segment where the masses are, you'll 
completely miss the openings. 


I'd be perfectly willing to "check" a QRP calling frequency somewhere below 
50.400 after I know that the band is open - but only to call CQ one or 
twice before moving back down where the action is if I don't find takers. 


Now, if a group of QRPers wanted to put a dedicated rig on a QRP-only (now 
that's an oxymoron) calling frequency, that would be an interesting idea. 
In particular, if that was to happen, I'd probably build a dedicated 
receiver with a squelch and never turn it off. Maybe something like a 
receiving downconverter working into a homebrew DC receiver with a T-Kits 
audio squelch. Cheap and sufficient. Even better would be a dedicated CW 
rig with a beacon Tick (forget which one) that you could kick into the CQ 
mode when you are actually sitting there ready for a response. It's well 
and fine to listen for those beacons between 50.0 and 50.09 to start coming 
in, but that doesn't mean there's a QRPer there to work. 


So, what the world needs now, is a really neat, single board, 2 - 5 watt 
out transmitter with a sensitive receiver that can be built for around $50. 
As soon as we get the official release of K8IQYs 2N2/6, that and your 
2N2/40 will do the job. Ah, to find the SW-06+ Sorry, Dave, couldn't 
restrain myself. 


But don't forget, even with some really cool 2W QRP QSOs, you don't want to 
spend all your time up in the band. You really want to get down there in 
all the really exciting stuff that's happening. That means your rig MUST 
work 50.0 up to around 50.35. 


The Houston QRP Club is considering a club project to build 6M AM rigs for 
just such full-time monitoring (50.4). QRP AM operation counts, too! 


Any way you slice it, see you on the magic band.

This may just be the book for the radio amateur that wants 

a little more detail on crystals and crystal filters. I 

am excited by the book in that there are some HB techniques 

for building test equipment for those that may not already 

have the necessary lab resources to experiment with crystal 
filters. And not only the references to the equipment but 
exactly how to set up and measure the parameters you are looking 
for. 


I went to the Dallas Public Library this morning just to dig up 
some of the references (there are 40 references to various 
books and articles that few of us are going to have in our 


own personal libraries, but that is why we pay tax dollars for 
such services) and build the equipment. Nice ride on the 
DART light rail system and cheaper than going downtown and 
paying the parking fees.... 


In chapter 1 he shows you how to measure capacitor Q. 

This is the first circuit that I will get built. A number of us need 
to do this and write up findings on caps we have in junk boxes 

and those supplied in kits just to get some idea of the quality 

and effects on the final circuit(s). We have seen may a post to 
QRP-L for non-working circuits that were suspect due to junk box 
parts. 


In chapter 2 the measurement of crystal parameters and what they 

are. He does the mathematics to show the equivalent circuit for 

a crystal and test circuits to measure the parameters. A list of 
references to a signal generator, RF voltmeter, dBm meter, and 

attenuator. It is these references and schematics that he does 

not include in the book for space saving items, but maybe we can 

convince MFJ in the next rev of the book to include some schematics for 
the HB'ers and those that can't gain access to same reference material(s). 


Now I have not gotten far into the book yet. This is going to be 
one of those books that you don't read through all at one time, 
but you need to build some stuff and do labs and experiments as 
go. You will miss a lot of information and understanding if you 
do it any other way. Just like the Solid State Design Book and 
RF Design Book you have to build and experiment to gain the 
information and get a sense of what is really going on. 


But when looking at the circuits and other work this has got to be a 
must have book in libraries of those that like to do research in 
this area. Again, you can't have too much material in your library. 
Every author of every book has something new to pass on from their 
experience and expertise. 


I don't have a feel for typos and other errors at this time, but 
as I and others progress through this book you can be assured that 
you will be the first to hear about them. :-) 


And not only is the material apropos to a lot of what this group 

does but the price of $14.95 has got to be a bargain considering the 
prices we pay for other technical literature. So maybe education isn't 
all that expensive. :-) 


Again, a book recommendation that I would consider if you are looking 
to learn more about what is going on in the receiver/transmitter filter 
circuits. 


I apologize for not including more in this review, but to do so without 
doing all the experimentation would be in bad literary style for this 
reviewer. I could, but I won't..... The book does have some nice 
filter schematics and response curves for same in each chapter, so there 
is a lot of information throughout the book. I'd recommend it to anyone 
at this point and time. Mileage may vary. 


Others are encouraged to give their opinions and reviews on this book 
also. 


Again, I am not an employee of any company and not paid for this review. 
MFJ is in MS and I am in TX, but I do hope someday to visit the plant and 
that of TenTec also, but that is in TN.

You are right. As far as the "Law" goes, but.... 
Band plans, like the DX window on 160m for example, (and I think the 


same is true for 6m) are there to give everyone a better chance to 
work the DX stations when the band "opens". 


It's only an agreement between operators. Not all chose to observe 
things like band plans. (Which I happen to think is sad.) 


It's like calling CQ at 30 wpm and having someone call you 
doing 20 wpm. There is no obligation under law for you to slow 
down but it is the courteous thing to do. 

When the band is not "open" to any DX, no one cares about the 
DX window. It's when the DX shows up that you need to watch 
out for. 


On 160m that's easy to predict but I have no idea about 6m. 


I'm going to be on 6m for the first time in over 40 years 
very soon and I plan to avoid the DX window. 


Hope to see many of you there.
